Infectious  Disease.

The  eases  of  scarlet  fever  wore  spread  over  the  year, As  will  bo 
soon  from  the  above  figures  tho  district  experienced  no  severe 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

As  previously  arrangements  wore  still  in  force  which  enabled  eases 
of  infectious  disease  to  bo  admitted  to  Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital, 

S aabios , A few  cases  of  scabies  came  to  ny  notice  during  tho  year, 
Tho  evacuee  cases  wore  admitted  to  tho  Sick  Bay  at 
Sonnybr idgo  while  the  non-evacuee  cases  wore  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council  Health  Visitor, 


Diphtheria, 

During  tho  year  under  review  monthly  clinics  were 
comoncod  for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children  against  diphtheria, 
Tho  response  has  boon  satisfactory  and  as  a result  a recent  survey 
showed  that  80  % of  tho  school  children  had  boon  immunised, Tho 
response  in  tho  under  five  group  has  also  been  good  and  it  is  to  bo 
hoped  that  tho  response  will  continue  to  remain  good  so  that  tho 
present  high  immunising  rate  nay  bo  maintained. 

Tuberculosis, 

Tho  following  details  show  tho  position  as  regards 
tuberculosis  in  the  district.

Hi lk  Production, 

There  is  room  for  considerable  inprov orient  in 
the  production  of  clean  milk  in  the  district ,To\yards  the  end  of 
year  I recommended  a system  of  routine  testing  of  milk  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Council, 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff, transport  difficulties  and  other 
reasons  this  routine  system  is  not  being  carried  out. 

This  is  very  much  to  bo  regretted. 

Water  Supplies,  Considerable  improvements  in  the  water  supplies 

to  the  various  parts  of  the  district  could  bo 
carried  out, This  applies  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity  of 
supply. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  commence  improving  their 
supplies  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  war. 

Ho  other  administrative  measure  was  recommended  by  mo  during  the 
year.
